a Normal alpha olefins are linear 

# terminal alkenes or olefins. 
Chevron produces single carbon fractions 
including |-butene, I-hexene, l-octene, 
l-decene and heavier even carbon 
number olefins up to |-octadecene (1- 
C18H36).
